FEARS UNITED STATES WILL

WASHINGTON, June: 26.—Sectre- 
tary of Commerce Hoover opposed 
the Norris bill authorising the for- 
mation of a government $100,000,000 
corporation for the financing and 
marketing of exports of farm prod- 
ucts today before the Senate Com- 
mittee on Agriculture. Mr. Hoover 
said that, while he sympathized 


he hesitated “to suggest or approve 
any plan that would involve the 
government further in any under- 
taking which might result in failure 
and which should be left to private 
business.” 

Mr. Hoover suggested, however. 
that it might be feasible to broaden 
the scope of the War Finance Cor- 
poration somewhat. Under the 
terms of the Norris bill the 
agriculture export corporation not 
only would aid in financing exports, 
but would act as a selling agepcy, 
eee markets for farm products 
abroad.

The appointment of Gen. Charlies G.

The 
hope is that a definite program of econony 
and retrepchment will be provided and 
there ts confidence that Gen. Dewes will 
work with sincerity to that end. It might 
be said that Gen. Dawes's picturesque and 
insouciant profanity got him this job.

OM THE GODS WOULD DESTROY. 
W. R. Hearst has suddenly discovered 


telling trutha about the head of the Hearst 
syndicate that he denounced as false when 
appeared in the columns of The Times. 
He is pow belaboring Hearst over the sboul- 
ders with the cudgels he formerly used to

It in- 
clines to the belief that Gompers is neither 
as good nor as bad as Hearst has alternate 
ly represented him to bey We have never 


has espoused, notably his preachments in 
favor of the closed shop, of picketing, of 
the secondary boycott and his advice to his 
followers to Violate court injunctions. We 
repeatedly commended his patriotic attitude 
during the war. Hearst formerly found that 
Gompers was always right; he now finds 
that he was, and is, always wrong. Such 
& réversal of judgment smacks more of 
pique and interest than of candor. 

Gompers has made out a better case 
against Hearst. He has eschewed fulmina- 
tion and confined himself more closely to 
facts. He has exposed Hearst's betrayal of 
the labor unions after making common 
cause with them, bis disloyal utterances 
and those of his publications during the 
wer, his alliance with the Sinn Feiners and 
his attempt to cause a diplomatic rupture 
between this country and Great Britain, his 
proGerman and anti-Ally attitude before, 
during and after the war. 

As one reads those charges made by Gom- 
pers the wonder grows, not that they are 
made, for they are a mere recital of facts 
of common knowledge, but that Gompers 
should have just fulminated them. Belated 
twinges of conscience may have occasioned 
the outburst; and it ts just possible that 
Hearst's denunciation of Gompers may have 
something to do with tt Whatever the 
cause, it is apparent that the game of “You 
scratch my back and I'll scratch your back” 
is over. Things have gone ill for Hearst 
and he puts part of the blame on Gompers. 
The American Federation of Labor is wob- 
bling and Gompers attributes its instability 
partly to Hearst. Some of the most influen- 
tial leaders of the federation have been in- 
dicted, pot only for robbing their unions 
and blackmailing employers, but for robbing 
the mails. Morals and morale are both 
lacking and Gompers apparently thinks as- 
sociation with Hearst is in part the cause 
of this delinquency. The squabble reminds 
one of two partners quarreling over the af. 
fairs of a bankrupt concern. 

Of course, Hearst's sympathies were with 
the Sinn Feiners, and there is no occasion 
for Gompers to be surprised at that. The 
Sinn Feiners were on the same side as 
Hearst. They gave the German cause mu- 
tual support, and Gompers seems to be 
about the only person in the country who 
was not aware of it all along. The North 
of Ireland was intensely loyal to the Allied 
cause during the war. It made a greater 
contribution of men and service and suf- 
fered comparatively greater losses than al- 
most any other land engaged. Ulster pos- 
sesses but one-fourth the population of the 
island of Ireland, yet ten of Ulster's sons 
sleep on the battlefields of France and Bel- 
gium for every one from the south of the 
island. While there was a loyal minority 
outside Ulster there were more slackers in 
the South of Ireland than in any other part 
of the British Empire. Gompers denounces 
Hearst becayse he is a Sinn Feiner, and 
Hearst denounces Gompers because he is 
not. On this issue the sympathies of The 
Times are frankly with Gompers. 

The Times confesses its surprise that 
Gompers should be telling the truth about 
Hearst, and that Hearst should be telling 
the truth about anything. Again we become 
aware of the vanity of modern progress; 
for was it not written more than 2000 years 
ago. “Whom the gods would destroy they 
fret make mad”? 


TRIKE INSURANCE, 

One of the regular overhead charges 
in connection with the building industry in 
the East is strike insurance. The various 
contractors all had to pay it on most of last 
season's jobs in New York and Chicago. 
This was nothing more or less than graft 
on the part of labor-union leaders. It might 
range from a few dollars to $100,000 or 
more, according to the prominence or de- 
mands of the grafters. The workers them- 
selves were,the tools in the game. They 
did not know of it, neither did they derive 
any profit. Im fact. they were losers be- 
cause they would frequentiy be thrown out 
of work in order that the leader might show 
his strength and authority. Another group 
of eighteen labor-union leaders have just 
been indicted in Chicago. These are the 
smaller fry. They shook down contractors 
for sums ranging from $600 up to $12,000. 
That brought them into the piker class. 
But there was graft in practically every 
building enterprise.

cosTs — HOPE FOR TAX- 
PAYERS. 

There is a marked contrast between the 
financial condition of the government of 
Los Angeles county and that of the State. 
While State finances are badly involved, and 
the cost of State government is rising like 
smoke on a clear day. there is a surplus of 
more than $4,000,000 in the county treasury 
and an excellent prospect of a lower county 
tax rate this year. 

Such is the difference between business 
methods and political methods in the con- 
duct of government. The Board of Super- 
visors of Los Angeles county has not de- 
generated into a political machine. Its 
members are not playing politics, but are 
tending to the ectual business of the coun- 
ty. Their budget is made up not for the 
purpose of rewarding the faithful, but to 
effect economy in government and make the 
burden of the taxpayer as light as possible.

What, then, is the great need of the hour 
in the furthering of the hand of destiny?

Although Mr. Gishi has

Ghisi purchased many beautiful 
and interesting objects of art, soon 
to be placed on exhibition. he does 
not deny, and this exhibition bids 
fair to be one of significance in the 
owe of Los Angeles as an art 
cen 


In the course of his travels Mr. 


Dresden, Haida (the center of the 
ol4 Bohemian glass industry, and 
now a part Czecho-Slovakia, ) 
Vienna, Venice, Milan, Florence, 
Genoa, Barcelona, Madrid, Valen- 
cla, Seville and many other smaller 
cities, each important for some 
phase of ancient or modern art. 

A truly romantic feature of his 
trip was the discovery that in «a 
number of the old shops of the con- 
tinent there is evidence that many 
of the choicest pieces of tapestry. 
antique furniture and statuary, long 
ch ed by the old families of Eu- 
rope as heirlooms, are finding their 

into the market. 

is interesting discovery led to 
the unearthing of many pleces which 
in reality should be preserved by 
the most famous museums of the Old 
World. Ase an example, Mr. Ghisi re- 


turned with two_torchieres of most 
unusua) beauty which came direct 
from La Capponcina, the villa of 
D’Anunnatlo, the soldier-poet of Italy. 
This disintegration of many of the 
most historic families of Europe, 
through the exigencies of war, has 
made the collection of such pleces 
possible. 

In Italy were obtained some rare 
tapestries as well as some notable 
examples of early Italian chests, and 
of particular interest to those who 
favor the Spanish, there will soon 
be placed on view chests from Spain, 
as well as a number of exquisite ex- 
amples of out-of-door fountains and 
pieces for the patio, sun and 
garden.

It was so perfect an exam- 
pie of ite period that Mr. Ghisi was 
giad to pay the premium demafid- 
ed and invoked by ite existence be- 
coming known. Of course, the price 
of such a tapestry is almost pro- 
hibitive, but it will be exihibited in 
the fall at the Ghist and Berry 
salon, and afterward may be loaned 
to the Otie Art Museum for study 
by the classes attending that insti- 
tution. It is believed t there is 
not another tapestry of this mature 
in the United States. 

It is interesting to note that in 
the newly created nations of the 
continent there is « strong revival 
of the ancient pottery industry, 
which hase made certain districts 
famous in the past. In Vienna Mr. 
Ghisi obtained some of the original 
creations of artiste famous in the 
potting of vases, jardinieres, etc. 
These pieces cannot be duplicated, as 
Mr. Ghisi has obtained the only de- 
signs extant. 

As for choice chinaware, most of 
the famous factories of Europe are 
again in operation. We may there- 
fore expect very soon & marvelous 
exhibition of recent of 
wedgewood, mojolicas, eto. 

Mr. Ghisl looks upon Los Angeles 
as the coming center of things ar- 
tistic in the United States.

J. J. A. Van 
Kaeathoven, is a powerful factor in 
this creative work, as she has super- 
vised the building operations at the 
preventorium. The dynamic energy 
of Mrs. J. J. A. Van Kaathoven, Miss 
Maguire and Miss Holdzkom have 
surmounted apparently unsurmount- 
able difficulties. The Los Angeles 


filiated with the preventorium, and 
has made possible many new im- 
provements. 

A determined effort is being made 
to save the fit rather than fhe un- 
ft. All active cases have always 
been eliminated from the children's 
camps and the preventorium.

CS. Morrill Explains Hove the 


Bandits Work. 


Professionals Have System 
Down to Fine Point. 


Cunning Tricks Employed to 
Steal Motor Cars.

California at the expense of the 
motoring public. 

Cc. Morrill, superintendent of 
the State bureau of criminal identi- 
fication and investigation, who is in 
a position to acquaint himeelf with 
the ways of the auto thief. has is- 
sued a staterment advising the auto- 
ists of their clever practices. 

FAVORITE WAYS. 

Here are a few of the favorite 
methods employed by the thieves as 
told by Morrill: 

A professional automobile thief. 
specializing on a certain make 
large touring car, located a sedan 
on a business street in Lod Angeles. 
The thief had acquainted himself 
with the habits of the owner. and 
found that the car always was pro- 
tected by a front wheel theft signal, 
but the owner would absent himself 
— the machine for hours at a 
time. 

On the day set for the theft the 
thief approached the police officer 
on the beat, and after explaining he 
was the owner of the car. but had 
lost the key to the safety lock, asked 
the officer to stand by while he cut 
the tock off the wheel. 

“I don’t want any passer-by 
think I am attempting to steal 
machine,” explained the thief. 

EASY ENOUGH. 


The officer proceeded to the car 
with the thief and stood by it while 
the lock was removed, and watched 
the thief drive away in the new 
sedan.

Why is it that an apparently dead 
storage battery can be brought back

from $1 to $1.50 a box more for Palermo 
and Messina lemons than | would for Call- 
fornias. They were well worth it when it 
came to using them.

GRASSHOPPER CONTROL. 


When cutting the first crop of alfalfa it 
will always be noticed that young grass- 
hoppers where present, keep moving over 
into the standing alfalfa. They never fail 
to do this. When this first cutting is made, 
if uncut strips about a sickle bar in width 
are left, every thirty or forty yards across 
the field, it will be found that, in a day or 
two, practically all of the young hoppers 
will be comcentrated on these strips. It 
simply bunches or traps the hoppers where 
they can be poisoned with the poisoned 
bran mash with a great saving of time, 
labor and material.

ADVISES ORCHARDISTS. 


ologist, Dr..P. A. Boncquet, in talking to 
peach growers, recently, said: “To bring a 
peach orchard back to heavy bearing, heavy 
pruning is essential. It may also help to 
bring back a vineyard, but with all decidu- 
ous trees, any kind of summer pruning, tip- 
ping and thinning out of the leaves will un- 
questionably still further the appearance of 
the plants. Trees sick on account of being 
overfed with nitrogen and water, will never 
be benefited by any kind of pruning. Trees 
sick with fungus diseases will not be im- 
proved much by heavy pruning. Sick or- 
ange trees, pruned heavily during the win- 
ter, under some circumstances will be rein- 
vigorated. This tieavy pruning must be on 
the dead wood, or “neardead” wood. In 
cases of overfeeding, the ration must be bal- 
anced.

The conference adjourned at Bakersfield, 
following a farewell dinner given in the din- 
ing-room of the Hotel Southern. 
Forty-three automobiles, each numbered, 
kept in line, making 100 miles or better 
each day and following an exact schedule. 
Everything ran like clockwork under the

a similar way it was clearly apparent that 
the work of the home demonstration agents 
fe securing splendid results In most of the 
counties visited. 

We attended one of the now famous Farm 
Bureau fat hog auction sales at McFarland, 
where we saw seven carloads of hogs sold 
at auction at better than 1 cent over San 
Francisco prices and 2 cents above the Chi- 
cago market. We were told that as a re 
sult of these Bureau sales not only does the 
farmer receive more money, but that the 
quality of the hogs in the valley has great- 
ly improved. We saw co-operative owned 
cotton gins, community canneries, and many 
other cooperative enterprises, all 
growths of the Farm Bureau movemegt.

‘The record of the Los Angeles Gounty 
Farm Bureau Cow-Testing Association for 
the month of May shows a very creditable 
production. There were 3378 cows tested 
in fortysix herds, The average produc- 
of these cows in the association for 
the month was 981 pounds of milk and 393 
pounds of butter fat, the highest average 
production. ever made in the Los Angeles 
county association. The average percent- 
age of butter fat was 4 per cent. There 
were 1300 cows that produced over forty 
pounds of fat, and 611 cows that produced 
over fifty pounds of fat. The averake pro- 
duction has been steadily increasing since 
the association started three years ago. 
The production made at the presént time 
is one of the best arguments in favor of 
testing in the association, the bureau. men 
say, showing that the dairymen are really 
weeding out their poor producers.

THE FINE ART OF 
PRESERVING EGGS. 


BY V. 0. HANSEN, 


Now while the, hens are laying plenty of 
eggs rated at 30 to 40 cents per dozen, let 


be soaring and the hens will be thinking 
the nest is like a Saturday bath—something 
to get into once a week. 

Preserving eges is a practice that should 
be indulged in by more folks with back 
yard flocks, for, having once tried to pre- 
serve eggs, and realized the amount saved 
by not having to buy fresh eggs when the 
top price is reached, the householder will 
be keeping it up each year. 

The two methods that are most practical 
are packing in solids, such as bran, oats 
or barley, or in liquids, such as water glass 
or lime water. 

To pack in bran, place a layer of two 
inches of bran in a box. The eggs are 
placed in this foundation (big end down) 
close together, but not so they will touch. 


In Denmark, large numbers of eggs are 
pickled each year. The eggs are placed in 
trays; each bolding ten dozen, and the trays 
are stacked and placed in tanks, each ten” 
holding several thousand eggs. The eg. 
are preserved in lime water or water glass. 
Lime water is usually used because of be- 
ing much cheaper. The objection to lime 
water is that it hardens the shell. 

Water glass (sodium silicate) is com- 
monly used and will preserve eggs in edi- 
ble condition for from six to nine months, 
For convenience, let us figure on fifteen 
dozen eggs. A five-callon crock will hold 
the eggs. Clean the crock; heat about three 
gallons of water to the boiling point and 
cool; place two and one-half gallons of the 
cooled water in the crock, and ' one 
quart of water glass, and stir well, Place 
the eggs in the crock, all at one time, or a 
few at a time, as gathered, being careful 
not to crack any. Cover the eggs by about 
two inches of water glass, and cover th: 
crock tight to prevent evaporation, 

For best results, the eges snould be clean, 
fresh, and preferably infertile. If an egg 
is only slightly soiled a cloth dampened 
with vinegar may be Weed to remove stains, 
but eggs should never be washed with wa- 
ter or soap and water, as water removes 
the protective coating on the ghell and may 
tend to cause the contents to spoil. Never 
use badly soiled or cracked eggs. They 
may spoil al] the others. 

Fresh eggs preserved according to these 
directions can be used satisfactorily for 
cooking and for the table. If, however, 
preserved eggs are to be boiled, a small 
hole should be made with a pin in the larg- 
er end of the shell before placing them in 
the water, to allow the air in the egg to 
ae when heated, and thus prevent ¢rac”™

THE EGG MINIMUM, 

The average novice can reasonably ex- 
pect to get an average of at least ten dozen 
eggs per hen per year from his small flock 
in the back yard. On the basis of two hens 
to each member of the family this will 
give twenty dozen eggs a year to each per- 
son, which amount is about half way be- 
tween the average of farm and city con- 
sumption. No back-yard poultry keeper 
should be satisfied wi‘: less than this, say 
poultry specialists of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. Every back-yard 
poultry keeper should try to get as h 
more as possible.

weather turns suddenly hot, with the result 
that anywhere from one to twelve animals 
suffocate. This is particularly true of hogs. 
The shipper should remember that stock 
cars frequently stand in freight yards com- 
pletely hemmed in by trains of box cars. 
Under such circumstances, if the animals 
are crowded in the car and the weather is 
hot, overheated and dead animals are al- 
most certain to result. 

Another mistake frequently made is to 
load mixed stock without proper partitions. 
When two or more species of live stock are 
shipped in the same car they should gener- 
afly be kept separate by building strong 
partitions. This is particularly important 
when large animals are shipped with 
emalier ones. For 
never be loaded with calves, hogs or sheep 
without being separated. As a rule, hogs 
should be partitioned from other small 
stock, such as calves and sheep, and should 
never be allowed to run under cattle. Bulls 
should always be securely tied at one end 
of the car. 

It has been found that shipping live ani- 
mals any considerable distance is an under- 
taking always fraught with some risk. This 
risk, however, may be materiflly reduced, in 
the opini of department specialists, by 
following a few oe sense rules

‘There were 3378 cows tested 
in forty-six herds. The average produc- 
tion of these cows in the association for 
the month was 981 pounds of milk and 393 
pounds of butter fat, the highest average 
production ever made in the Los Angeles 
county association. The average percent- 
age of butter fat was 4 per cent. There 
were 1300 cows that produced over forty 
pounds of fat, and 611 cows that produced 
over fifty pounds of fat. The averake pro- 
duction has been steadily increasing since 
the association started three years ago. 
The production made at the presént time 
is one of the best arguments in favor of 
testing in the association, the bureau. men 
say, showing that the dairymen are really 
weeding out their poor producers.

THE FINE ART OF 
PRESERVING EGGS. 


BY V. 0. HANSEN, 


Now while the hens are laying plenty of 
ege? rated at 30 to 40 cents per dozen, let 
jus be thinking of next fall when eggs will 
be soaring and the hens will be thinking 
the nest is like a Saturday bath—something 
to get into once a week. 

Preserving eges is a practice that should 
be indulged in by more folks with back 
yard flocks, for, having once tried to pre- 
serve eggs, and realized the amount saved 
by not having to buy fresh eges when the 
top price is reached, the householder will 
be keeping it up each year. 

The two methods that are most practical 
are packing in solids, such as bran, oats 
or barley, or in liquids, such as water glass 
or lime water. 

To pack in bran, place a layer of two 
inches of bran in a box. The eggs are 
placed in this foundation (big end down) 
close together, but not so they will touch. 
Then place another layer of bran deep

In Denmark, large numbers of eggs are 
pickled each year. The eggs are placed in 
trays; each bolding ten dozen, and the trays 
are stacked and placed in tanks, each ten” 
hdliding several thousand eggs. The 
are preserved in lime water or water glass. 
Lime water is usually used because of be- 
ing much cheaper. The objection to lime 
water is that it hardens the shell. 


Water glass (sodium silicate) is com- 
monly used and will preserve eggs in edi- 
ble condition for from six to nine months, 
For convenience, let us figure on fifteen 
dozen eggs. A five-callon crock will hold 
the eggs. Clean the crock; heat about three 
gallons of water to the boiling point and 
cool; place two and one-half gallons of the 
cooled water in the crock, and ad@ one 
quart of water glass, and stir well. Place 
the eggs in the crock, all at one time, or @ 
few at a time, as gathered, being careful 
not to crack any. Cover the eggs by about 
two inches of water glass, and cover th: 
crock tight to prevent evaporation, 

For best results, the eges snould be clean, 
fresh, and preferabby infertile. If an egg 
is only slightly soiled a cloth dampened 
with vinegar may be feed to remove stains, 
but eggs should never be washed with wa- 
ter or soap and water, as water removes 


‘ the protective coating on the ghell and may 


tend to canse the contents to spoil, Never 
use badly soiled or cracked eggs. They 
may spoil al] the others. 

Fresh eggs preserved according to these 
directions can be used satisfactorily for 
cooking and for the table. If, however, 
preserved eggs are to be boiled, a small 
hole should be made with a pin in the larg- 
er end of the shell before placing them in 
the water, to allow the air in the egg to 
escape when heated, and thus prevent crac” 
ing. 


THE EGG MINIMUM, 

The average novice can reasonably ex- 
pect to get an average of at least ten dozen 
eggs per hen per year from his small flock 
in the back yard. On the basis of two bens 
to each member of the family this will 
give twenty dozen eggs a year to each per- 
son, which amount is about half way be- 
tween the average of farm and city con- 
sumption. No back-yard poultry keeper 
should be satisfied wi‘: less than this, say 
poultry specialists of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. Every back-yard 
poultry keeper should try to get as h 
more as possible. To provide an egg & 
day for each person, two hens would have 
‘to lay 183 eggs each a year.

The wise 
however, will have nothing to do 
with this false économy. He will lay down 
a hard and fast rule to load only as many 
animals in the car as-can ride comfortably, 
and from this rule he will not deviate. 

The chances of loss through overloading 


loading that the animals are fairly com- 
fortable, but before they reach market the 
weather turns suddenly hot, with the result 
that anywhere from one to twelve animals 
suffocate. This is particularly true of hogs. 
The shipper should remember that stock 
cars frequently stand in freight yards com- 
pletely hemmed in by trains of box cars. 
Under such circumstances, if the animals 
are crowded in the car and the weather is 
hot, overheated and dead animals are al- 
most certain to result. 

Another mistake frequently made is to 
load mixed stock without proper partitions. 
When two or more species of live stock are 
shipped in the same car they should gener- 
afly be kept separate by building strong 
partitions. This is particularly important 
when large animals are shipped with 
smaller ones. For instance, cattle should 
never be loaded with calves, hogs or sheep 
without being separated. As a rule, hogs 
should be partitioned from other small 
stock, such as calves and sheep, and should 
never be allowed to run under cattle. Bulls 
should always be securely tied at one end 
of the car. 

It has been found that shipping live ani- 
mals any considerable distance is an under- 
taking always fraught with some risk. This 
risk, however, may be materiflly reduced, i 
the opini of department specialists, by 
following a few sense rules

If you have not planted your corn yet, or 
if you wish to put in a later planting, try 
the Golden Bantam sweet corn. It matures 
quickly, and is a very good variety for the 
home garden. get. the best results from 
your sweet corn in a small plot, plant the 
seed in soil that has been wet thoroughly, 
and spaded well, with a good mulch: pre- 
pared. Always plant more than four rows 
to insure proper pollination. Plant in hills 
thirty inches apart, in rows three feet 
across. Do not cultivate, nor irrigate the 
planting, until it is about six inches high, 
then furrow, and irrigate. Thin each hill 
out to three strong plants, and keep the 
suckers down.

ARE YOU PICKING BEANS? 


Some gardeners have been picking fresh 
string beans from their gardens for some 
time. Those who have Kentucky wonders,

CONTROL OF SLUGS. 


Garden slugs are serious and destructive 
pests on the Pacific Coast. They are vo 
racious, reproduce often and in large num- 
bers, and feed upon nearly every variety of 
plant itiife. Control practices usually 
adopted against insect and other animal 
pests are of little use in repressing garden 
slugs. Extensive experiments conducted in 
Oregon, point to the efficiency of the fol- 
lowing poison bait: “Calcium arsenate, 
one part by weight to sixteen parts of 


bait should be scattered in small heaps at 
frequent intervals over the slug-infested 
area. Spraying foliage with liquid Bor- 
deaux mixture or dusting with commercial 
dry Bordeaux mixture, also has met with

Apples—-The condition of apples is esti- 
mated at only 68 per cent of a normal, as 
compared to 73 last year and a ten-year av- 
erage of 82. A forecast based on present 


—eonditions indicates about 4,900,000 


for this year’s crop. 

Apricots—No change is indicated in the 
condition of apricots the past month, being 
45 per cent of a normal on June 1, as com- 
pared with 55 last year and a ten-year av- 
erage of 70. 

Cherries—T he bumper crop of 

rom both frost and rain 
and is estimated at only 63 per cent of a 
normal, as compared with 80 one year ago. 


Peaches — The condition of peaches im- 
proved 2 points during May, being now 73 
per cent of a normal, compared to 87 last 
year and a ten-year average of 81. The itm- 
provement was confined to the Joaquin 
Valley. The indicated production is for a 
crop of about 325, Ss, as 
with 345,000 tons last year. 


Pears—The condition of pears declined 
during May; 20 points in Sacramento coun- 
ty and 25 points in Placer county, the two 
largest producing sections of the State. The 
State condition is 61 per cent of a normal. 
Last year it was 70 at this time, with an 
average condition of 80 for ten years. 


Plums—The plum crop is particularly 


spotted as the frost hit some varieties hard- 
er than others. Conditions are about the 
— as last year, or 70 per cent of a nor- 


Olives—June 1 is just about blossom time 
for the olive crop, and further than to state 
that there was a good blossom and the set- 
ting of fruit depends on weather conditions, 
but little can be said of this crop. | 

Citrus—Oranges maintained their prom- 
ise of one month ago and the condition is 
about 92 per cent of a normal as compared 
with 94 last year and a ten-year average of 
92. The June drop is still to be reckoned 
with so a forecast of production is impos- 
sible at this time. The lemon condition 
is given at 200 per cent. ‘ 


Almonds — The almond crop improved 
slightly the past month, but is still only 60 
per cent of a normal, as compared with 60 
last year and a ten-year average of 71. Riv- 
erside and Stanislaus counties report a nor- 
mal crop with total production proDably 
larger than last year. The crop is spotted 
and hard to estimate, 


Walnuts—Walnuts this year are 77 per 
cent of normal. Last year the condition on 
June 1 was 80 and the ten-year average is 
about 87. 


Granes—Detailed reports on grapes 
usually not made until July, but owing to 
the widespread interest in the results of the 
April frosts, a special inquiry was made of 
the condition as of June 1. Figures are not 
available for the comparison with the same 
date for previous years. The frost was 
more severe on some varieties of table 
grapes than others, Malagas apparently be- 
ing hit hardest. This again brings about a 
spotted condition that is hard to estimate. 
Tulare escaped with but slight damage, 
while Fresno, among the leading table grape 
counties, suffered most. The condition for 
the State is placed 70 per cent of a full crop. 
Wine grapes apparently®suffered the most 
damage and only 65 per cent of a normal 
crop is reported for the State, although con- 


ditions in the different counties vary from 
15 to Jl00 per cent.

EXPERT REPORTS ON 
RUBBER PLANTINGS. 


William McCallum, representing the Con- 
tinental Rubber Company of Arizona, in- 
spected the Guayule rubber plantation at 
the University Farm at Davis last week and 
reports to G. W. Hendry of the university 
staff that the plants are in splendid condi- 
tion and making a satisfactory growth. Oth- 
er demonstrations have been established in 
the Salinas Valley and near Escondido in 
San Diége county. When the crops have 
matured a comparison will be made of 
yields in these different localities and the 
quality of the rubber produced. There is a 
possibility that more extensive plantings 
will be made in California if these pre 
liminary experiments give promise of a 
satisfactory and profitable yield of this new 
crop. 

The Guayule rubber plant is a native of 
Mexico, where it has been practically ex- 
terminated by the rubber companies which 
have harvested millions of dollars’ worth 
of rubber from it in recent years. The only 
commercial plantings at this time in the 
United States are situated forty miles east 
of San Diego, where 200 acres have been 
planted, and 600 acres near Contipental,

SINGLE-STALK PLAN 
+ OF GROWING COTTON. 


The close-spacing, more commonly known 
as the single-stalk method, of cotton cul- 
ture, consists primarily in spacing the cot- 
ton plants so close in the row—-a hoe width 
apart—that the lower or vegetative 
branches do not develop, and the growth of 
the plant goes directly into the upber or 
fruiting branches, permitting them to begin 
the development of blossoms and bolis 
earlier and giving them more nourishment 
and more light. 

The cultural ideal under the new system 
is a cotton plant with only the single, erect, 
central stalk bearing numerous wellde 
veloped fruiting branches, but none of the 
vegetative branches or secondary stalks. 
The suppression of the vegeteble branches 
is easily accomplished by leaving the young 
plants close together in the rows. Thin- 
ning is deferred until the plants are some 
six to eight inches high.

Engines driven by txplosions which take 
place within the cylinder of the 
called internal combustion, 
taining power from fuel burned outside of 
the cylinder are external combustion. The 
steam engine is an external combustiog 
engine and the gasoline or oil engines the 
internal combustion type. 

‘The internal combustion -engine may 
Operate on one of two or more systems or 
series called cycles. The engine's operating 
method receives its name according t) the 

_ Bumber of strokes that are required to com- 
plete a cycle. A cycle is a complete set or 
series of events which must take place in 
their respective order in the engine cylinder. 
The system or series of strokes most ordi- 
narily used are the two and four stroke 
cycles. ben crankshaft of an engine re- 
volves ugh two revolutions having four 
different stroke- to complete a series of 
events, it is called a “four-stroke cycle,” 
while if one ~-volution or two strokes com- 
plete the series, it is a “two-stroke cycle.” 
Most of the tractor and automobile en- 
gines are four-stroke cycle. 

The principle of the internal combuetion 
gas engine is similar to that of a gun— 
that is, the power is obtained by the rapid 
expansion of a substance. The bullet is 
driven out of a gun barrel by the pressure 
of the gas generated when the charge of 
powder is ignited. The part in an engine 
that we can compare with the bullet t« the 
piston, which receives the force of rapid 
expansion. One end of the cylinder is open 
and the other has two or four small oven- 
ings which are mechanically operated. The 
piston is connected through the open end 
of the cylinder to the crankshaft by a con- 
necting rod. The crankshaft, being free to 
rotate, receives through the connecting 
rod the power impulse which has been

The four strokes, of operations of the 
four-stroke cycle engine, are: intake, 
compression, power and exhaust. The first 
operation in firing a gun, or securing an 
explosion in the cylinder of a gas engine is 
to fill the combustion space « ‘th combusti- 
ble material. This is done tn the engine by 
the str.ke of the piston towards the crank 
end of the cylinder drawing in combustible 
material through an opening available by 
the mechanical operation of a valve on the 
head end of the cylinder. This operation 
or event is the intake stroke. The piston, 
having completed its outward stroke, is 
driven back into the cylinder. The valves 
having closed, soon after the end of the in- 
take stroke, there is n6é opening in the 
head end of the cylinder for the combust 
ble material to escape, so it is compressed. 
Having completed the intake and compres- 
sion strokes, the compressed material is 
ignited, which results in an expansion due 
to the heat gencrated. This expansion 
forces the piston out toward the crank end 
of the cylinder and is eall ' the power or 
working stroke. The fourth operation, or 
exhaust stroke, is performed by the return 
movement of the piston back into the 
cylinder, driving the burnt material out 
through another mechanically operated 
passage, the exhaust valve. 


During these four strokes, two revolu- 
tions, which complete the cycle. only one 
stroke gives momentum to the fly wheels. 
The other three strokes, or remaining one 
and one-half revolutions, the fly wheels 
drive the piston preparing for the next

is that much of it is being produced on land 
originally worthless, except for poor graz- 


‘ing, but which rice is reclaiming and fitting 


for other crops. 

The larger part of California’s rice crop 
is now produced in the Sacramento Valley. 
While most of this valley’s soil ranks with 
the richest in the State, it also contains 
many thousands of acres of heavy, tight 
(so-called) “goose lands,” which white al- 
kali covers so heavily as to resemble 
hoar frost. These lands formerly  fur- 
nished only poor grazing, and were worth 
approximately $5 acre. Rice has in- 
creased their value to about $100 per acre; 
and, when planted thereon for three years, 
fits them for other crops by washing off 
and down into the soil the alkali—throvgh 
its extensive flooding method of irrigation. 
When considerine all these facts, it Is no 
wonder that, practically within the last five 
years, rice has risen to be’ California's 
fourth most valuable field crop. 

Its progress is closely linked up with ir- 
rigation, for its water requirements are far 
heavie? than those of any other California 
crop. The first few years its production 
was limited, the crop being mainly grown 
near, and trrigated from, the Sacramento 
River. It was not until dependable meth- 
ods of securing water from wells were pro- 
vided that the creat increase in rice plant 
ing commenced. California is rich in wun- 
derground water supplies: but to make 
these available for rice, a wel] pump was 


required heavy enough to lift big volumes 
of water, and mechanically efficient enovch 
to run continuously for from sixty to nin«- 


ment. the wlenmting of 
throughou 


Joaquin, untill tea money among 
State’s field crops is now exceeded by 
of only wheat, bariey and hay. Rice mils 
sprang up, adding to the wealth and pros 
perity which this “wizard” crop has beep 
bringing the State. 


These conditions continved until the fal’ 
of 1920, when rice suffered the same mir 
fortunes that overtook other crops through 
out the United States—a big crop--no mar 
ket—-and falling prices. 


8 uthern rice growers and millers rose 
to meet the occasion by putting on an ex- 
tensive advertising campaign, costing about 
$300.00; this is being followed up by 
house-to-house educational and sales can- 
vassing in some citie with excellent re- 
s In Pine Bluff, Ark. (19,280 popula- 
tion) five cars (200,000 pounds) of rice 
were sold locally in one week. Big sales 
canvasses have b“ nm made fn a number of 
cities, principally inaugurated by Arkansas 
rice growers, and heavy selling has re 
sulted. California cathe into line with its 
“Rice Day” and is now ing timely and 
saving interest in seeing the producers of 
its newest wonder crop “out of the woods.’ 

Although, the area in the United States 
adapted to rice production is limited, Call- 
fornia is fortunate in that it possesses sev- 
eral thousand of these acres. There seems 
to be no doubt about the future of the crop. 
The Americans now consume less rice per 
capita than almost any other nation on 
earth chiefly because they do not, as a peo- 
ple, know its high food value, nor the best 
means of preparing it. With a larger con- 
sumption secured through educational ad- 
vertising and sales canvasses and a conse- 
quent stabilizing of the market, rice will 
continue as a “wizard crop,” to shower 
financial blessings on its growers and on 
the State.

ERRICKS and daffodils, crude oil and 

violets, sand hills and sunflowers have 
mo logical connection to the uninitiated, but 
in the little town of Taft, situated in the 
heart of the oil fields of Kern county, Cali- 
fornia, they follow each other as a matter 
of course. 

The derricks which dot the bilisides are 
most useful objects, being indispensable, in 
fact, in hoisting to the surface of the earth 
the off which spells the wealth of the com- 
munity, but there is little of beauty in their 
construction. 

Spring has brought with it masses of 
green foliage and brilliant-hued flowers 
and no effort is spared on the part of the 
residents to add a touch of beauty to their 
otherwise crude surroundings. Proving 
that, while the making of money may be a 
paramount consideration in liv'ng here, the 
finer things have not been overlooked, 

No sooner does an oil worker build his 
“straight-up-and-down shack” than he looks 
about for some means of beautifying his 
necessarily unlovely surroundings—for re- 
member, this is strictly desert country with 
a good dea) of alkali soil and sand. Water 
ia plentiful, but the rates are rather high, 
as t& usually the case in localities of this 
kind. 

Love of growing things being inherent in 
human natrre, there is an immediate at- 
tempt on the part of the householder, to 
cover the crude lines of the roughly con- 
structed dwelling place with vines, flowers 
and other growing things. It is sot always 
an easy matter to do this, for the soil that 
produces quantities of rich black crude oi! 
does not easily bring forth flowers and trees 
in abundance. 

Nothing daunted, the courageous garden- 
er enriches the soil by using fertilizer; 
builds porch boxes; trellises for vines, 
plants morning giories around the garage, 
while his wife will nearly always have a 
patch of geraniums or nasturtiums near the 
back door. 

Sometimes the more ambitious even have 
a tiny lawn and a few trees, the latter not 
being productive of much shade for a good 
many years after they are planted, how- 


pre Even s0, anxious gardeners may be 
seen, evening after evening, carrying buck- 
ets of water to spindly specimens of the 
tree family, although in more than one in- 
stance this labor, like virtue, is its own 
and only reward, 

To newcomers, not much of beauty can 
be noted at first sight even in these attempts 
to aid nature, for the country is barren, the 
dun-colored sand hills being unrelieved by 
a touch of green for miles in every direc- 
tion. But by and by, those who have elected 
to make their homes in this community, 
famous for its oi] production, learn to cher- 
ish any specimen of flowerdom, finding 
pleasure in caring for even a few growing 
things in boxes and buckets. 

The green foliage and bright colors of the 
flowers show up to good advantage against 
the sand hills, whi : return the compliment 
by making them seem more brilliant than 
asual. 

All this fs pioneer work, of course, for un- 
doubtedly In time to come, the desert will 
be made to yield ita sh_ . of growing things 
and may, indeed, “blossom as the rose.” 
The trees which now are only slim strip- 
lings wil] temper the glare of the sun and

N OUR modern painted furniture the ef- 

fects are original, the lines are good and 
the general effect is admirable. Even 80, 
it is dificult to use it in stately reception- 
rooms, or forma] diningtooms. It is more 
appropriate in cottages and bungalows, but 
may be used in breakfast rooms or nurs- 
erles of larger residences. 

There are admirable sets of painted fur- 
niture, especially breakfast-room sets, on 
sale in many of our stores.

At the end of 104 days these active beatings 
or pulsations*ceased, But the cells and tis- 
sues forming them continued to live on, and 
they are still alive after more than nine 
years, and are actively continuing to grow 
and multiply in an apparently. normal 
fashion! 

Many writers have contended that the tis- 
sues of the body are inherently immortal 
and destined to live forever, if disease were 
avoided and suitable 
continued growth and health were provided. 
It is indeed not altogether understood why 
we die at all—seeing that the body is a 
mechanism which has somehow learned 
repair and restore itself, and in view of the 
fact that new material is constantly being 
supplied to it in the form of food. From this 
point of view, therefore, the body of a man 
80 years old should be as young as that of a 
baby eight days old, and it is only the ill- 
understood degenerative changes which 
take place in the cells which cause aging 
and death.

something very like an “elixir of life” which 
may have the power of prolonging our 
bodily existence for very long periods of 
time.—-{Hereward Carrington, Ph.D. in Les- 
lie’s.

There's many a roed to travel, but ite this 
road for me. 
ND indeed there is no road in the world 
like El Camino Real, The King’s High- 
way. From San Diego to San Francisco, it 
winds around the mountains and dips down 
to the sea—a perfect satin ribbon running 
through the glories of California. 

Long, long ago the trail was marked by 
the sandaled feet of the Franciscan padres. 
It was the first road of any kind in Calt 
fornia. It has been trodden by the gentle 
Friars, and the Indians, galloped over by 
the gallant gentlemen of Spain, marched 
along by Fremont’s men, and today .ma- 
chipes spin over its smooth surface in 
countless thousands. 

All the romance and history and life of 
California has gathered along the old road. 
It was in the beginning and still is, the 
State’s most important highway, and the 
tourist who would know California can do 
no better than to follow El Camino Real, 
marked today by quaint sign posts in the 
form of mission bells in memory of the days 
when Fra Junipero Serra traveled the length 
of the State founding his Missions. 

They nd today the most picturesque 
ruins in country, and the most vitally 
important from a historical point of view, 
for they mark the bringing of Christianity 
to California, the conquest of the savages 
and the beginning of civilization upon 


which has been builded our glorious present. | 


Between Los Angeles and San Diego lie 
several of the most interesting of the Mis- 
sions both from an architectural and his- 
toric point of view. They have become too 
familiar to people through the world, and 
thousands of people visit them each year. 

Long ago the Missions each stood in the 
midst of a community of peaceful, happy 
people, and in those days they were the 
hospices of the land. Their great oaken 
doors swung ever inward with welcome to 
whomsoever might come. There was no 
price paid for anything. In the plenty that 
was on every hand all were welcome to 
share. In those days the traveler on The 
King’s Highway could make the entire jour- 
ney of 700 golden miles without a penny in 
his pocket and never lack for food to eat 
or A shelter at night. 

d today the old Missions with their 
crumbling walls and clambering roses, their 
quaint attendants and legendary lore are 
still the magnets that draw those who seek 
a glimpse of the grandeur of a former civili- 
zation. 

Leaving Los Angeles one comes first to 
San Gabriel to the Mission of San Gabriel, 
which was known as the Queen of the Mis- 
sions. It is in a splendid state of preserva- 
tion, and services are still held regularly 
in the old church. The doors of the sacristy 
hang on their original hinges and many 
rare old vestments and priceless manu- 
scripts are kept in the museum. [It was 
founded in 1771, and an interesting story is 
told of how the hostile Indians who came 
to scalp the surveyors, fell on their knees 
before a painting of the Virgin, and re- 
mained to become the first Christian In- 
dians of the Mission, which in its day was 
one of the most prosperous of them aill. 
It is built of stone, mortar and adobe bricks, 
and the imposing west side wall is sup- 
ported by ten heavy buttresses. 

The picturesque wall is a continuation of 
the side wall, pierced by six embrasured 
bell recesses of differing sizes. This belfry 
is considered an architectural gem, and its 
design has been extensively reproduced in 


architecture. 


e old stone stairway at the right of the 


the most picturesque spots in California. 
The steps are worm and hollowed by the 
passing of many feet and many years, and 
over tt all hangs the swaying iacelike 
branches of a giant pepper tree. | 

The sleepy little town of San Gabriel 
seems very Spanish with jts dusky-eyed 
children playing along the road, and the old 
adobe houses hiding in their bowers of green 
back from the highway. é 

And so we speed on through other little 
towns, while all around and about is spread 
the glory of California—her hills and her 
sea and her incomparable glory, and then 
we come to Capistrano where was founded 
the Mission San Juan Capistrano in 1775, 
named for its patron St. John de Capistran, 
£ Franciscan bishop and author of note. 
‘apistrano is a little Mexican village on the 
coast about fifty-eight miles south of Los 
Angeles. The Mission was one of the most 
beautiful and vaet and its stately arches 
are impressive today in their solemn sim- 
plicitty. It seems almost incredible that 
they could have been constructed by the 
indians—-and yet they were, which is a 
point to remember in making this pilgrim- 
age. The Missions of California were built 
by Indians for Indians under the guidance 
of the Franciscans. : 

And then continuing our journey south- 
ward, we come next to San Luis Rey at 
Oceanside, which was founded in 1798. We 
are now about eighty-five miles from Los 
Angeles. The Mission stands upon a slight 
rolling hill, that gradually slopes to the 


faverabie conditions and circumstances 
and it prospered from the firet. As it stands 
today, in ite semi-ruined condition, it still 
holds its majesty and beautiful proportions. 

And so following El Camino Real, we 
come finally te San Diego, where was 
planted the bean. Here was founded the 
first Mission by Fra Junipero Serra. Here 
died the first martyrs for the faith. Here 
was the greatest struggle and thé greatest 
victory. 

It must have been a glorious sight when 
on the sixteenth day of July in 1779, Juni- 
pero with his little band of sailors and at- 
tendants sat up the cross on a rude hut 
overlooking the bay of San Diego, and cele- 
brated mass. A bell was hung in a tree, and 
with the sound of muskets as notes of an 
organ the services were held that dedicated 
Alta California to God and the King, These 
happenings took place in what is now called 
Old Town. 

The partial ruins of the Mission are about 
six miles from the city, beside a more 
modern building—an industrial school for 
Indian girls. Before the Mission still stand 
the two palms that witnessed the trials aad 
glories of the work of the padres. 

And so We have followed The King’s High- 
way to its southern end, or beginning would 
be the more fitting word. 


Tt is a long road and sunny, and the fairest 
in the world— 
There are peaks that rise above it in their 
snowy manties

HE first celebration of the Fourth of 

July in Los Angeles was in 1847. It 
was under the auspices of the military oc- 
cupying the place, and consisted of a parade 
through the streets, dedication of a fort, 
raising of the American flag and reading 
the Declaration of Independence. Col. J. 
B. Stevenson was in comtmand, and had a 
force of about 1000 men, consisting of & 
detachment of his regiment, the First New 
York Volunteers» and Gen. ‘Kearny's regi- 
ment of dragoons. The ceremonies were held 
on the summit of the hill overlooking the 
pueblo and which is now knowa as Fort Hill. 
The fort, or “field works,” as styled in mili- 
tary orders, was finished on the first day 
of July, and Commander- Stevenson con- 
cluded that it would be very appropriate to 
dedicate it on the anniversary day of our 
independence, and also celebrate that day 
with the usual ceremonies. Accordingly, he 
issued a general order commanding the 
captain of each company to report on that 
morning half an hour before sunrise with 
his company, the men wearing their unt- 
forms and carrying their guns and accou- 
terments. 


The plans for the construction of the fort 
were drawn by Lieut. J, W. Davidson, chief 
topographical engineer of Gen. Kearny's di- 
vision, and under his direction the soldiers 
of the post did the work of construction. 


In the meantime Col. Stevenson had em- 
ployed Juan Remirez to get timbers for a 
flag pole. He wanted one at least 150 feet 
jhigh, so that the flag could be seen from 
every point In the pueblo, and beyond. Juan 
went up into the mountains of San Ber- 
nardino, to look for tall timber. He was 
furnished with carts, oxen, several “friend- 
ly” Indians to do the work, and a guard of 


“savage” Indians. At the headwaters of 
Mill Creek two of the tallest timbers in the 
forest were felled. One was ninety feet in 
len and the other seventy-five feet long. 
The carts were lashed together, the trunks 
placed upon the continuity wagon, which 
was drawn by twenty yoke of oxen. Slow-

ly the combination cart wound its way down 
the mountain, and, finally up the steep grade 
of the hill into the fort. The cgrpenters of 
the command fashioned the timbers into 
a flag pole, by splicing them, and it was 
raised in the center of the fort. 

At sunrise a national salute was fired 
from the four cannop. This awakened the 
pueblo, and some of the Mexicans thought 
that the war had broken out again, or per- 
haps there was a revolution. Some of 
Indians took to the foothills, desiring to 
out of range and also to let the Americans 
and the Mexicans fight it out. 

At 9 o'clock the soldiers were formed in 
line and Col. Stevenson's order for the dedi 
cation of the fort and the celebration of the

The command then marched down the hill 
and paraded through the few streets of the 
pueblo to the northern limits, and counter 
marched on Alameda street and up tie 


plaza was crowded with natives, others on 
horseback filled the streets, and the more 
friendly swarmed upon the slopes of the 
hill, while the Americans and those of other 
nationalities took positions nearer the 
scene. The-poepulation of the pueblo was 
about 2500. 


At 10 o’clock the men were formed into a 
hollow square, fronting the flag pole, which 
was in the center. Col. Stevenson stated 
that he would now dedicate the field works 
‘as the beginning of the ceremonfes of the 
day. The American flag would be raised, 
‘and for this purpose he had selected Lieut. 
J. W. Davidson, chief topographical engi- 
jneer of the division, and he knew of no one 
|more deserving of that honor, as the work 
of constructing the fort was due to his skill 
and energy. 


Lieut. Davidson, then stepped forward and 
saluted the commander, who ordered “pre- 
sent arms,” until the flag arose to the top, 
unfurled to the breeze, and the band con- 
tinued to play. At this moment the drums 
rolled, and another national salute was fired. 
The Americans gave cheer after cheer, and 
some of the natives joined in the enthu- 
siasm, shouting “Viva, Americana!” 

Col. Stevenson then said that he would

The band played “Hail 
Columbia,” and this concluded the first cele- 
bration of the Fourth of July in Los An- 
geles. The places of business had been 
closed by request of the commandant of 
the garrison, and it was ordered that the 
saloons be. closed under a penalty of the 
guard house for offenders. 


Tt is mot generally known that there were 
two forts on the hill. The current idea is 
that a fort was built on the hill during our 
war with Mexico. This is not exactly cor- 
rect. The last one—Fort Moore—was con- 
structed after the war—as far as California 
was concerned. The first was constructed 
after Los Angeles had been taken by the 
Americans. After the ‘first conquest of 
the pueblo, a detachment of about forty men, 
and two cannon, under Capt. Gillespie, was 
left to hold the place. The men were quar- 
tered in a corral] near the corner of Com- 
mercial and Los Angeles street. Owing to 
“blue” orders issued by the “tyrant” Gil- 
lespie the Mexicans “pronounced” and drove 
the garrison {o the hill. There, crude breast- 
works were thrown up, which was common- 
ly called a fort. Finally, Gillespie surren- 
dered, with the proviso that he should be 
permitted to retreat with the “honors of 
war” to San Pedro, which was allowed. 


When Col. Stevenson took command in 
May, 1847, he decided to take no chances 
on another revolution, and ordered a fort te 
be built
